MYERS ON BAIL. g 

Sydney Myers was as fresh, ruddy, and fnco- 
herent yesterday as if he had slept at home the 
night previous on a pillow made of his surplus 
“ Hard-Times ” pamphlets. He talked te all 
visitors, and upon all conceivabie subjects at the 
same time. In jail he was visited by numerous 
attorneys anxious to defend him, and aiso by 
several members of his family and his family 


friends. He entertained them in a royal man- 


ner, and appeared as comfortable as couid be. 
At about 10:30 o’clock he appeared in court 
accompanied by Mr. Trude, his attorney for the 
time being, and Mrs. Harmon Spruance and one 
of his daughters, to have his bail fixed.

I would make the Government responsible for 
all deposits. Make only money-order offices 
post-office savings de t offices; increase the 
bond of the Postmasters sufficiently to prevent 
loss. The Government being in all cases a pre- 
ferred creditor would rarely lose by the defalca- 
tion of a Postmaster, and the depositor would 
be secure againstsuch chances of loss. Arrange 
the offices in groups thus: Let the New England 
offices divide their deposits between Portland, 
Boston, and Hartford; New York State between 
New York City and Buffalo; Ohio between 
Cleveland and Cincinnati, and so on,—all offices 
to keep on hand a certain reserve, the balance 
to be transmitted to the principal office in the 
group, and the reserve of those offices 
to sent to the Treasurer of the 
United States at Washington City.

Southern policy, and his declaration that if at 
home he would give that policy his earnest 
support. Unconsciously the Convention 
cheered one of the strongest supporters of 
the President’s policy.

There is only one thing certain about the 
Merchants’, Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Bank, 
and this is that some $640,000 are due de- 
positors. Everything else seems to be involved 
in hopeless confusion. The Merchants’, Farm- 
ers’ & Mechanics’ Bank was Sypnzy Mrexs. 
Thus Sypnzy Myzrs owes the deluded de- 
positors the sum of $640,000 and more. 
These funds, being savings deposits, were in 
the nature of a trust. It has been several 
days since Sypnzy Myers ceased doing busi- 
ness, and his affairs are in the hands of the 
Court. During all that time he has failed to 
give any satisfactory:account of what dispo- 
sition he made of these funds. The Receiver 
has not been able to find a clew to them. 
The only tangible asset that has been re- 
ported is the $62 which Mr. Mrzrs left be- 
hind him. It was time to take steps to com- 
pel Mr. Myers to reveal what had become of 
the money, and the proper way to do 
this was to indict him for having embezzled 
the funds for which he fails to account. 
This having been done, it is useless for Mr. 
Myers to assume an air of injured innocence, 
and, by claiming that he has no money with 
which to employ counsel, and no friends to 
go his bail, to court the blessed grace of a 
martyr. It willbe time enough for him to 
court martyrdom when he shall have explain- 
ed what he has done with the monby intrust- 
ed to him for safe-keoping, and it is very 
evident that this could only be extorted from 
him by process of indictment and criminal 
prosecution. If this enormous sum of mon- 
ey has all been "absorbed in bad invest- 
ments, honestly made by Mr. Myrzrs as trus- 
tee, he will have an opportunity of showing 
it, and may thus clear himself of the crim- 
inal charge ; but if it has mysteriously disap- 
peared, leavinꝶ only the inference that Mr.

the galling restraints upon private liberty of 
European Governments are withdrawn, Com- 
munism is deprived of its motives.

Interesting Paper on Agricultural Edu- 
cation in Bavaria. 


Prof. Riley’s Essay on the Rocky Mount- 
ain Lecust. 


The Nattonal Agricultural Congress recon- 
vened yesterday morning at the Grand Pacific, 
the Hon. J. Sterling Morton im the chair, and 
about twenty delegates present. The first paper 
of the day on “A Bureau of Industry” was 
read by Mr. J. R Dodge. of Washington. 

Mr. Dodge contended that the duties of a free 
Government extended further than the mere 
gathering of taxes or the conservation of the 
peace. In his opinion there was no danger of 
this country being governed too much, and the 
outcry about centralization was uncalled 
‘for. Government already protects the 
safety of the ocean traveler, and there 
seems no reason why Government aid to com- 
merce should not be given. Our advanced 
. manufactures of woolens, cutlery, and gilass- 
ware could not have so astonished and alarmed 
foreign competitors at the late International 
Exposition—could not, in fact, have existed at 
all- but for the temporary embargo on foreign 
goods during the past fifteen years. When 
full ability to compete ts realized, as it al- 
ready is lt certain manufactures, the most ab- 
solute free trade will become the highest form 
of protection. Such is thecase in Great Britain, 
which gained its supremacy through the 
most arbitrary méasures of repression, 
both in buying and selling. A 
nation’s circumstances must ever decide 
its policy in this regard, and none but philo- 
sophical theorists will adopt an inflexible rule, 
whether it be the rule of absolute free trade or 
of everlasting protection. Ten millions spent 
annually, apparently solely for the benefit of 
commerce, is really devoted to the genera] wel- 
fare. An apparent advantage to manufacturers 
limits over- uction increases ‘the con- 
sumption of agricultural products, thus en- 
hancing their market price. Had the South 
never prospered in cotton production New En- 
giand would never have become rich in its man- 
ufactures. The growth of the s man ufac- 
ture in Louisiana affords labor and profit to the 
inventor and machinist in Massachusetts.

| AGRICULTURE LN BAVARIA. 

The next paper was an elaborate account of 
* tural Education in Bavaria,“ prepared 
by Prof. Robert W. Warder, of the University 
“Of Cincin which was read by his father, Dr. 
John A. arder, of The essayist 
spent a considerable time in Germany, 
and devoted much attention to the 
educational system of that country. Education 
is compulsory, and every child on attaining the 
age of 6 years bas to attend the Kindtergarten. 
ere and in the more advanced departments 
the child has to attend until the age of 13. 
After this the State provides schools of agri- 
culture and chemistry, at which boys employed 
on farms can attend at odd times. Attendance 
in these schools is fostered by allowing the time 
to count as if spent in the army, one year 
of military service only being demanded 
instead of three. Prof. Warder gave a 
very full account of the system pursued, 
and pleaded for an adoption of the princ ple, 
modified as might be necessary, to be applied to 
the United States. He suggested winter schools, 
with tuition free, or neariv s0, in which practic- 
al instruction in all branches could be given. 

Prof. Levi Stockbridge, of Massachusetts Ag- 
ricultural College, recognized a very great dif- 
ference between Bavaria and the United States, 
and failed to see how the system of the former 
could be made applicabie to the latter country. 
Nothing could be done here except by the action 
of public opinion. and it had 223 more diffi- 
cult to interest farmers in such subjects than to 
raise the dead.

Grasshoppers are noisy (the katydid 
and the cricket being specimeus of their capac 
ity). The proper name of the American locust 
is s and it ts indigenous to this 
Continent. It does not occur east of the Mis- 
sissippi. The species inhabits the plains of the 
Rocky Monntains. It breeds continuously and 
to ection only in those high and dry plains 
and prairies, but at intervals overruns much of 
the lower, moister country to the east and 
southeast. There are, however, some 
species east of the Mississippi 80 
closely allied that the ordinary farm- 
er cannot, without special knowledge, 

preciate the difference, while even entomolo- 

ts are not of a mind as to whether they 
should be termed species, varieties, or races. 
The two species most nearly allied to the one 
under discussion are the red locust and the At- 
lantic locust. The principal difference is that 
the locust proper is much the larger, though not 
by any means an insect of vast proportions, 
seldom exceeding an inch and a half in length. 
The female is supplied with two horny valves, 
with which she bores a hole in the ground for 
the reception of her eggs, which number 
about thirty, and are placed in regular 
order. The young insect requires 
about six weeks to accomplish its growth, and 
undergoes five different changes, finally receiv- 
ing its wings. It is a mistake to suppose that 
the female barren ground for her 
ss nest.“ 

The ehemies of the locust consist of quadru- 
peds, birds, reptiles, and insects, the most de- 
structive belonging to the latter class. An in- 
sect known as the scarlet mite attacks the eggs, 
as does also a small two-winged fly. Various 
other parasites, mice and birds, attack both the 
insect and the egg. The bair-worm also attacks 
the insect, and a fly, rather larger than the 
common house-fly, deposits its eggs under 
the wings of the locust, where they tindergo 
a change into larve, which prey upon the insect, 
and finally destroyit. Of course it is impossible 
to do anything to increase the number of these 
insects by human means, but much can be done

such as the English crow, and by exterminating 
the enemies of the smaller birds. A great deal 
has been done m Colorado by offering rewards 
for the destruction of hawks. The eggs will not 
hatch when exposed to the air. and harrowing 
the ground helps greatly to prevent hatching 
out. Acrop of young locusts is not more diffi- 
cult to deal with than a crop of weeds. The 
locust flourishes best on short, dry grass 
land, and will not increase in sandy 
soils. ge the orairies in the spring 
would be of untold value, and is considered 
feasible. It 5 be possible to prevent the 
fail fires, and to burn the prairies over when the 
young insects can be best attacked. Co-opera- 
tion between the Canadian and United States 
Governments would be needed, for the favorite 
breeding-place of the locust is north of the 
boundary line. The cost would be but light as 
compared with the devastationsof the insect. 
The history of the locust, and its migration 
from the higher plain regions into the more fer- 
tile country east and southeast, is most inter- 
esting. The insect starts from its breeding- 
grounds in Wyoming, Montana, and Britis 
America, to descend on the rich prairies 
further south. The eggs are seldom laid 
thickly in the same section two years iu succes- 
sion. Manitoba was devastated in 1875, but in 
the following year the insects avoided that 
eountry entirely. In times of ‘affliction people 
readily turn to prayer as aremedy, and the fact 
ust mentioned would tend to strengthen them 
n their belief in the overruling power of Prov- 
idence. 

The writer conciuded his paper with an elab- 
orate account of the movement of the locusts 
during the spring and summer of 1877, and 
prophesied that there was little fear of a locust 
plague in the Southwest this fall.

EDUCATIONAL. 


Semi-Annual Meeting of the Board of In- 
spectors—Appointment of Standing Com- 
mittees. 

A regular semi monthly meeting of the Board 
of Education was held last evening, President 
Sullivan in the chair and all present except 
Messrs. Arnold, Covert, and Smith. 

A communication was received from Dan 


Brown in reference to the introduction of 
phonography into the schools, especially the 
Central and Division High Schools. 

Inspector English said a good word for short- 
hand, believing it of more practical advantage 
than many studies which now occupied the time 
of the pupils. He also favored the introduction 
of a phonetic system, in order that the months 
and yeare now devoted to speliing might be 
saved. This matter, despite ridicule and igno- 
rant caviling,ghe said, was eminently deserving 
of the Board’s attention. 

The paper was referred to the Committee on 
Text Books and Course of Instruction. 

A communication was received from the man- 
agers of the Exposition, offering to reduce the 
price of adinission to pupils to 10 cents, except 
on Saturdays. It was placed on file. 

Inspector Kohn, from the Finance Committee, 
submitted a resolution recommending the open- 
ing of a new set of books so that they can keep 
track of the school funds, property, etc., and 
that a bookkeper be employed at a salary of not 
more than $1,200 a year. 

The report was * — 

Inspector Wells, from the mmittee on Ap- 
pointment of Teachers, reported the resigna- 
tions of Virginia Dunning, Myrtilla Jones, Lil- 
lian Rickerson, and Hedwig Proasch. Tney 
were accepted. 

Inspector Prussing. from the Committee on 
German, reported that Edward Brel, C. A. 
Wedekind, and Miss Gttilie Koenig had success- 
fully passed the examination and were recom- 
mended for partial certificates. 

Inspector English thought the appointment 
of males was changing the policy of the Board, 
and meant larger salaries than were now paid to 
teachers of German. 

Inspector Prussing said the female applicants 
were as a rule not competent to teach, and 
necessity compelled the taking of males who 
were fully qualified; and besides, their serviees 
were secured for the same pay females were re- 
ceiving,—8$500 and $550 a vear. a 

Inspectors Vocke and Kohn did not believe 
that larger salaries would be asked for here- 
after. 

The report was concurred in. 

INSPECTOR PRUSSING 

also submitted a report which showed that the 
number of p vile studying German in the Ser- 
eral high schools had increased slightly during 
the year ending July 1, 1577, there being 287 
against 20 of the previous year. In 
the grammar schools, however, there was a 
decrease of 320,—from 2,126 to 1,806. Adding to 
these the pupils who formerlv pursued this 
study in the primary schools at the close of last 
year, numbering 580, and the result was a total 
décrease of 873. But there was an increase of 
promotions,—1,274 against 906 the previous 
year. This was due to dropping German in the 
primary schools. The system of instruction 
was capable of being considerably improved, and 
would be made more efficient by the selection 
for Superintendent of German Instruction of a 
gentleman who, besides being a thorough Ger- 
man scholar and teacher by profession, should 
be fully at home in all the branches of an En- 
glish education. This change was not recom- 
mended, but attention called to the matter for 
future consideration. 

The report was referred to the Committee on 
Publication. 

Inspector Dennis, from the Committee on 
Salaries, submitted a report recommending, 
among other things, that the salaries of teachers 
as now fixcd remain unchanged during the 
present school term. 

The report was concurred in, and the Princi- 
pals of the Ogden, Kinzie, and King Schools will 
hereafter receive $1,550 a year,—an increase of 
$200. 

On motion, Superintendent Doty was given 
authority to make such modifications in the 
half-day double division system as is necessary 
to take care of the pupils who arrive early. 

Snperintendent Doty stated that the night- 
scheols were progressing, and there was an in- 
crease in the attendance. In addition to the 
nipe Principals there were fifty-one teachers, 

o were instructing 1,150 scholars.

were found early yesterday morning, arrested, 
and brought before the bar of justice. The first 
one was the venerable L. P. Hilliard, late Presi- 
dent of the concern. He was ‘accompanied by 
Col. P. W. Snowhook and C. W. Weston, whom 
he offerea as bondsmen, and immediately upon 
his presence being announced the State’s Attor- 
ney stated that his offense was the embezzle- 
ment of $200,000, and asked that his bail be fixed 
in accordance with the gravity of his crime. 

The Court asked, after some reflection, what 
was the largest bail ever required, and was in- 
formed $100,000 in the case of David A. Gage. 
The Court replied that in a case of the character 
of Hilliard’s a little consideration as to the rule 


which should govern was required, and then 
spoke at some length on the subject, holding 
that the object of the prosecution was not to 
obtain the amount embezzled, but to punish the 
crime. The defendant was, of course, presumed 
to be innocent until he was convic and he 
was not committed to prison previous to trial 
as punishment for bis crime. It was only to be 
done when he could not, or did not, furnish 
surety for his future attendance in court. His 
Honor was not inclined, in these cases (meaning 
the indictment returned Wednesday), to fix 
the bail so large that it would keep the de- 
fendants in prison until they are tried. Ifa 
persorm has embezzled moncy an indictment 
would not get it back. If he has embezzled 
money and has it, there was a remedy in the 
civil courts. Bail would not be fixed with the 
purpose of making them disgorge. It could not 
be got in that way in the Criminal Court. The 
Court would consider the offense, its surround- 
ings, and the character of the defendant, in fix- 
ing the bail, and in conclusion named the sum 
of $20,000. o 

Mr. Hilliard’s bondsmen then qualified, and 
he was discharged from custody. It was not 
long thereafter before Maj. A. W. Edwards, 
the Secretary of the defunct concern, was 
brought in puffing and blowing. He was 
entircly composed and calm, and, upon being in- 
formed that the bail required was $20,000, he 
was allowed an official guide for the day to bunt 
up some one to sign his bone. He returned 
late in the afternoon accompanied by Parnell 
Munson and John B. Lyon, who qualified and 
allowed him to again breathe the free air. 

L. M. Sawyer, another of those who helped 
the Protection in its lifetime, was brought in 
during the day, but, not being able to give bail, 
—which in his case was fixed at $5,000 on ac- 
count of his being a mere employe of the con- 
cern,—he was taken over to t ail for the 
night. He will try to give bail y. Noth- 
ing could be heard of Reid or Ryan during the 
day except that they were not in the city. In- 
quiries at their homes for their whereabouts 
were in vain.

The first day of “The Home” Festival at 
Hershey Hall yesterday was even more of a suc- 
cess than the projectors and Committee of Ar- 
rangements had expected, and the attendance, 
especially of members from eutside the city, 
was very gratifying. The feature of most gen- 
eral interest was, perhaps, the sales tables, on 


which were spread a large assortment of useful 
and fancy articles which seemed to delight the 
visitors very particularly.

THIRD DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

The American Public Health Associatiop re- 
assembled yesterday moruing—after an - 
orating trip to the Stock-Yards—in the ladies’ 
ordinary of the Grand Pacitic Hotel, Dr. Rauch 
in the chair. Mayor Heath took a seat by the 
side of the President. 

The first paper read was one by Dr. Oscar 
De Wolf, the Health Commissioner, on the 
Destruction of Offensive Gases from Render- 
ing Tanks and Fertilizing Establishments.” 
He spoke of the immense amount of offal pro- 
duced from 300,000 beeves and over 3,000,000 
hogs, and gave a description of the render- 
ing process, which is quite familiar 
to our citizens. He also explained the 
fertilizing process, and referred to the 
refusal of the establishment at the Stock- 
Yards to comply with the law passed by the 
Council in regard to licenses. He said he would 
prosecute them if they failed to come to time 
on Monday, and continue to do 80 on every 
working day thereafter. 

Dr. Folsom, of Boston, followed with some 
remarks on thesametheme. The offal rendered 
should in all cases be fresh, since the gases could 
not be got rid of ip putrid offal. He was of 
opinion that the bad condition of the atmos- 
phere was in many cases a cause of discase.
